Dear Father-in-law Georg Wintz, ; 

The bearer, Michael Schurr, tells me he is a neighbor of yours, Ue 
has been in this country a long time mow and once froze a hand from 
excessive cold in a distant forest. Now in his old age he wants to 
travel again to visit his children. Hence 1 have not been able to 
refrain from writing a few lines. ; 

I hope also that this will find you in good health. My family and I 
are fortunately still well and healthy. I hav: wondered what the reason 
was that I have not had the honor for 16 years of receiving seven a 
single line from you. My brother-in-law George Wintz has written to my 
brother-in-law Stockle, but I am quite forgotten. Still you are const 
antly in my thoughts, and I sincerely wish that you all were with us here 

I had intended during the whole period of my absence to wisit you 
once again but my own circumstances will scarcely permit my making a 
costly journey away from my large family. It would therefore be my 
advice, if you still have some means at hand and some one or the other 
has thought about coming to us, that it would be better to make the 
journey sooner rather tham later when you have to depend upon the chars 
ity € other veople. If only: you can come herefres. 

It is quite vossible that my brothersin-law now have a munoer of 
children. For them it would be a thousand times better here than there; 
here in time( and really ina short time) they could manage to earn 
their living( piece of bread) most amply. if my brother-in-law were her 
soon, Me could make a good living with his trade. if you should under- 
take this journey(Perhaps also with my poor old father) dear father= 
in-law, then sell my property as well as your own and give my father 
also as much as he needs for the trip. Then take from what I earned 
long ago from the sweat off my brow and give it to my father. 

Dear Brother-in-lsaw, Georg Wintz, if my father-in-law, your father,does 
not want to accompany you, I dont advise you so. If you do come you 
will bring his grey hairs to the grave with sorrow. I have always seen 
most clearly how his heart sings to you and it would mot be well for 
you to go forth against his will, Stili it would be much better for 
you here than there. Only if the futher were willing to come with you, 
then would I advise you not to delay longer. The same for all collecti- 
ively, for whoever is inclined to work can do so here very well. 

My dear wife,Maria Margaretha eried much as brother-in-law Stockle reat 
the little bit written him- for joy that her father is still living and 
is in good health, but also(insorrow) that it probably is so touch am 
go in getting food on which to live and because her brother Adam and 
her sister Catherine had died. At the same time she and I and all our 
children wish that we could talk with you even if for only som hours, 
which we still hope may be possible. Now I'd like to kmow also how are 
my dear godfathers and cousins(Veter?) Iichael Imhoff and his family, 
whether they sre still living. The patron Maria Barbara Stristlerin has 
been dead over two years. He is still here in town. 

With your own best heart, dear brother-in-law Jacob Baltzell, do not 
be of fended with me that I have not written to you directly. The time 
wes too short. Your brother is still in good health and is a wich man 
He iives 3 hours from the town.

INTRODUCTION 

One of the great difficulties in the tracing of the farily 
is the various spellings of the name, which anvnears in over ':0 
different ways in the emigration lists, court records, church 
records, archives, bibles, land grants, deeds, census, etc. 
The english clerks wrote it as the german name sounded to them. 
Perhsps the oddest is the interchanging of the first letter "B" 
for "P" thus Balser or Palser, the last letters of the name "er" 
for "el" or "ell", the "a" for "o" or "i" and the "s" for "z", 
Balssel, Baltzell, Balser, Palser, Bitzell, ete are sometimes 
all used in the same document. 

Two emigrants "?.B." and "K.B." signed the ship register 
"St.Andrew" which arrived in the port of Paidladeipnda 18 Aucust 
1750(Strassburger & Hinke, Page 35, Volume I ). 

"K.B." is probably the Christian Belser tho is on the 1790 
Census in Frederick County, Maryland, page 59, having one son 
over 18 years and a female in his family. 

In our family is a tradition that our emigrant ancestor 
and his brother came to America. They concealed their identity 
because one of the two was escaping from the Germen army where 
he was being forced aoeriets for a cause against his religious 
beliefs. They were Lutheran and the Bpdétoe of the Palatinate 
was Catholic. 

On the 1790 Census, Maryland, is another Christian Baltzell 
on Page 67, He has one son under 16 years and 2 females in his 
femily. In the Marriage record of Frederick County, Maryland 
is found Septenber 9, 1786 Christian Beltzell married Catherine 
Yantz. In the Baptismal record of the Evangelical Reformed 
Church at Frederick a son,John, is born December EOPrayS7sto then, 


Another son, ‘illiam, baptised to them February 2, 1792. 


Deed found in Frederick County, Maryland No. W.R.21-165 
Recorded May 4, 1801"This indenture made April 27, 1801 between 
Christian Baltzell and Catherine Baltzell, his wife both of 
Alleganey County, State of Maryland, ‘thereas...George Yantz 
late of Frederick County, deceased, devised...after the death 
of his wife...to be equally divided...." Christian Baltzell 
and his wife sold 1/6 vart to George Hoffman. Christian signed 
the deed, Catherine made her "X" mark.

September 1711 and died in Frederick County, Maryland, 7 
November 1791( Maryland Historical Society, Baltimore Records 

of German Reformed Church of Frederick page 1190) vho had 
arrived on the ship "Chance" into the vort of Philadelvhia 

a movente? 1763 with his sons Carl and George Jacob and there 
took the oath of Allegiance to King George, as all males over 18 
years of age were so required by law(Pennsylvania Gorman 
Pioneers by Strassburcer Volume I page 686). 

This Jacoh and Peter evidently being too old to fight did 
take the Oath of Fidelity 30th of September 1778 (For copy of
